and by the Authority of the same, THAT in all cases where the party 
incurring or subject to any Fine, Issue, Amerciament, forfeited Recog- 
nizance, or sum or sums of money to be paid in lieu or satisfaction of 
10 them or any of them, at any Commission, Assizes or Court of General 
or Quarter Sessions, or adjournment thereof respectively, shall re.sk1c, 
or shall have fled or removed from or out of the jurisdiction of the 
sheriff, bailiff or other officer, in which any such Fine, Issue, Amercia- 
ment, forfeited Recognizance, sum or sums of money to be paid in lieu 
5 5 or satisfaction of them or any of them, shall have been incurred, 
imposed or forfeited, or become due, it shall be lawful for such sheriff, 
bailiff or other officer, and he is hereby authorized and required to 
issue his warrant, together with a copy of the writ directed to the 
sheriff, bailiff or other officer acting for the county, riding, city, borough 
20 or place in which such person shall then reside or be, or in which any 
goods or chattels or other property of such person shall be found, 
requiring such sheriff, bailiff or other officer to execute such writ; and 
every such last-mentioned sheriff, bailiff or other officer is hereby

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authorized and required to act in all respects under .such warrant, in 
the same manner as if the original writ or warrant had been directed 
and delivered to him by order of the Court from which tlie same was 
issued ; and the said slieriiF, bailiff or other officer is hereby required 
within T/iirij/ Days after the receipt of such warrant to return to the 5 
sheiiff, bailiff or other officer from whom he shall have received the 
same, what he shall have done in the execution of such process ; and 
in case a levy shall have been made, to pay over all monies received in 
pursuance of the warrant to the sheriff, bailiff' or otlier officer from 
whom he shall have received the same, who shall be accountable for 10 
the same as if directly levied by himself. 

Provided also, and be it further Enacted, That nothing herein 
contained shall be construed to extend or apply to England or 
Scotland. 

And be it further Enacted, That this Act may be repealed, altered 15 
or amended by any Act to be passed in this present Session of 
Parliament.
